and  a  good  supply  of  household  articles  and  farming 
machinery.

Superintendent  of  Schools 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  FEB.  22,  1900. 


In  making  a  report  of  our  public  schools,  I  have 
entered  into  more  details  than  is  common,  believing  that 
the  citizens  of  the  town  would  be  interested  to  know 
how  the  separate  schools  compare.  I  have  very  carefully- 
viewed  the  teachers'  registers  and  beg  to  report  the 
following  : 

Total  number  in  town  who  draw  school  money,  1,943 
*'  "  required  to  attend  school  by  law,  978 
"        '*       who  have  attended,  887 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  there  are  over  100  under  the  age 
of  14  who  have  not  attended  school  at  all.  The  above 
figures  are  taken  from  the  school  census  and  do  not  in- 
clude any  who  may  have  taken  residence  in  town  since 
the  first  of  May,  1899. 

The  following  figures  are  taken  from  the  teachers'  re- 
ports for  the  Winter,  Spring  and  Fall  terms  of  '99.

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In  the  spring  term  it  was  found  necessary  to  start 
three  extra  schools  in  District  2.  Miss  lyillian  Ridley, 
Miss  Belle  E.  Perkins  and  Mr.  Atwood  Perkins  were  ap- 
pointed as  teachers.  Two  rooms  were  hastily  arranged 
on  the  third  floor  of  the  school  house.  The  engine 
house  was  secured  for  a  third  room.  As  these  were 
necessarily  ungraded  schools  it  was  impossible  to  obtain 
results  equal  to  the  graded  schools. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term  two  of  the  ungraded 
schools  were  united  and  Miss  Marion  Wilson  was  ap- 
pointed teacher.  Miss  Belle  B.  Perkins  was  transferred 
to  District  3,  Miss  Maggie  Fall  to  District  ii  and  Miss 
K.  E.  Thompson  to  District  i. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  winter  term  the  school 
in  the  engine  house  was  transferred  to  the  school  house, 
and  united  with  Miss  Wilson's.  This  is  now  the  only 
ungraded  schol  in  Distrist  2. 

It  will  be  easily  understood  that  these  extra  schools 
were  an  unforeseen  expense,  as  new  books  had  to  be 
provided,  besides  the  salaries  of  the  teachers,  thus 
making  it  quite  difficult  not  to  overdraw  the  appropria- 
tion. 

With  these  facts  in  view  it  is  recommended  that  the 
the  town  provide  more  school  room.  The  room 
which  has  been  completed  on  the  third  floor  is  a  model 
room  in  itself,  but  it  is  my  opinion  that  it  is  injurious 
for  the  small  pupils  to  have  so  many  stairs  to  go  up  and 
down.    This  fact  is  substantiated  by  many  of  the  cities 


52 


insisting  that  no  schools  shall  be  above  the  second  story. 

The  school  house  formerly  in  district  No.  7  has  been 
moved  to  a  site  near  the  Linscott  bridge.  The  board 
decided  that  this  was  the  best  location  for  a  school 
house  that  would  provide  for  di.stricts  No.  6  and  7.  The 
building  has  been  completely  renovated  and  new  ad- 
justable desks  placed  therein.  It  is  recommended,  that 
because  of  the  unsuitable  condition  of  the  buildings  in 
districts  No.  9  and  17  that  a  sufficient  amount  be  raised 
to  repair  same. 

There  have  been  two  changes  in  text  books  during 
the  year.  New  readers  have  been  placed  in  nearly  all 
the  schools,  and  new  histories  have  been  placed  in 
Dist.  No.  2. 

Our  present  corps  of  teachers  is  an  efficient  one,  being 
full  of  energy  and  untiring  zeal,  they  have  made  the 
past  year  a  very  successful  one. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  make  a  brief  comment  on  the  un- 
necessary destruction  of  school  property.  It  is  not  pos- 
sible for  the  teachers  to  watch  the  conduct  of  the  pupils 
at  all  times,  for  this  reason  I  am  inclined  to  blame  the 
parents  more  than  the  teacher.  It  seems  to  be  an  in- 
herent desire  for  some  of  the  pupils  to  mar  and  deface 
the  buildings  and  fixtures.  What  is  the  difference  be- 
tween the  pupil's  setting  fire  to  a  building  and  burning 
a  part  of  it,  and  taking  a  knife  and  cutting  a  part  of  it? 
The  pupil  may  be  taught  to  have  an  inviolable  regard 
for  property  not  his  own,  but  if  parents  do  not  insist  on 
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the  pupil's  obeying  that  law  at  home,  the  teaching  has 
been  in  vain. 

When  the  parents  will  follow  the  precept  that  no 
school  can  reach  its  highest  standard  until  th^re  is  a 
unity  of  parent,  pupil  and  teacher,  then  will  our  school 
receive  a  stimulus  that  will  make  the  organization  com- 
plete. 

In  closing  this  brief  report  I  desire  to  extend  my  sin- 
cere appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  school  commit- 
tee, the  teachers,  pupils  and  all  who  have  so  kindly 
rendered  assistance  during  the  year.
